Boosts, Ranging From 1 to 4.1 Per Cent, is Less Than Expected; 


Increased Operations Boost Week’s Production to 


$2,425 Units; 


Labor Front Calm as Chrysler-UAW and GM-UAW Parleys Resume 


Harlow H. Curtice, president of the Buick 
Division of General Motors, announced 
Tuesday that increases in prices of all 
Buick closed cars have been kept to a 
maximum of 4.1 per cent. He said the 
new prices represented increases from $7 to $97 over 1937 
prices and are from less than one per cent to 4.1 per 
cent over last year. The larger increases, he said, are 
in the higher price line of cars. He added that the 
Buick 1938 prices are lower than were generally an- 


ticipated. 
The increase in price of the series 40 sport sedan with

built-in trunk, one of the most popular models in the | 
Buick line and the biggest seller in the 40 series, which | 


represents 70 per cent of the total Buick output, is $26, 
or 2.5 per cent over the 1937 price.

In virtually all of the two lower price groups of cars, 


price increases have been held within a range of from 
$7 to $32, the smallest increase being on the series 60 
opera coupe and the larger on the series 60 4-door sport 
sedan. 

Increases in Buick prices have been held to a minimum, 
Curtice said, in the face of higher manufacturing and 
material costs and the introduction of two engineering 
improvements, namely, the new and more powerful dyna- 
flash engine and coil-spring rear suspension. In ad- 


dition, the new cars have more major improvements than | 


in any of the past five years, he said. 

The new prices include standard accessories and fed- 
eral tax and are quoted as the retail delivery price fully 
equipped at the factory in Flint. The only charges to be 
added are transportation and local tax, if any.

This 
is up as compared with 12,062 units produced in the previ- 
ous week and only 1,500 turned out in the corresponding 
week of 1936. Buick’s 5,600 for the current week compares 
with 4,245 in the previous week. Pontiac has around 5,000 
| scheduled for this week, as against 4,287 last week. Olds- 


mobile plans 4,200 this week compared with 3,030 last | 


week, while Cadillac-LaSalle figures to assemble about 
700 this week. 

Although Ford is still down for inventory, the Lincoln 
| division of the company is gradually increasing its opera- 
tions and should turn out about 425 units this week, 
divided into 25 big Lincolns and 400 Lincoln-Zephyrs. 

Operations in the Chrysler divisions are being speeded 
and the entire group figures to assemble about 2,500 units 
| this week, compared with 1,150 Jast week. Of this total 


| Dodge about 800, De Soto around 400 and Chrysler about 
300. By the end of this week operations in most of the 
| Chrysler divisions should be near normal, ADN believes.

Lansing.—Oldsmobile retail sales during the first 
20 days of September total 6,295, a substantial in- 
crease over the same period last year, according to 
D. E. Ralston, general sales manager. Retail sales 
from Jan. 1 through Sept. 20 of this year aggregate 
152,918, Ralston said, an all-time Oldsmobile high 
for that period which exceeds the corresponding 
figure for 1936 by nearly 5,000 units. 


Tour Factories 

Detroit.—Twenty-six state motor vehicle commis- 
sioners and administrative officials from 15 states 
today are scheduled to tour engineering laboratories 
and proving grounds of automobile plants in 
Detroit. Much of the interest of the officials will 
center around the equipment and production of cars 
and their effect on highway safety. The tour pre- 
cedes the fifth annual meeting of the American 
Assn. of Motor Vehicle Administrators, opening in 
Cincinnati Sept. 30.

New York.—Dropping below the previous year’s 
figures for the first time since Feb. 3, 1936, steel 
production this week is estimated by American Iron 
& Steel Institute to have declined to 74.4 per cent 
of capacity, off 1.7 points from the 76.1 recorded 
last week. A year ago the rate was 75.4 and a 
month ago 84.1.

Conferences were resumed Tuesday morning between 
Chrysler and UAW officials, on grievances listed by the 
union, which included the speed with which production 
lines are to be operated. At Monday sessions were dis- 
cussed the speed of conveyor lines at the corporation’s 
Plymouth division, and the appeal of several matters 
which the union charges were not satisfactorily disposed 
of in plant-union meetings. Representing the corporation 
at the meetings are Herman L. Weckler, Chrysler vice- 
president in charge of industrial affairs, and Lester L. 
Colbert, resident attorney. Heads of the various Chrysler 
division locals of the UAW represented the union. 
Further upward revision of ADN’s August 
car sales estimate is prompted by swelling 
returns for the month. With reports now 
in from 41 states, or 14 more than last 
week, indications point to an August total 
that may hit or slightly exceed 300,000. Should the re- 
vised estimate, which compares with last week’s estimate 
of 290,000, hold true, August registrations will exceed the 
same month a year ago by from 35,000 to 40,000 units. 
Sales in August last year totaled 262,912, while July sales 
of this year reached 365,000. 

The 41 states thus far accounted for list 246,834 August. 
registrations, against 210,075 last year. The states missing 
accounted for over 20 per cent of the August total in 1936.
